2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 
34,40,42,44,54,56. 

The drawings are further objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 

every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the stiles each having a 

pattern of coplanar holes, the rails each having a pattern of coplanar holes, the first and 

second ends each having a threaded hole, thumbscrews in the threaded holes that advance 

into the hole within the stile and the rail, the plates having a plurality of teeth, the plates 

attached to the ends by screws, the plates attached to the ends by rivets, the plates attached 

to the ends by adhesive, the teeth having a generally triangular shape with the base of the 

triangular shape coaxial with the longitudinal axis of the plate must be shown or the features 

are to be canceled from the claims. No new matter can be entered.

• The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 6,13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. These claims contains subject matter which was not 
illustrated in the drawings and described in conjunction with the specification in such a way 
as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

These claims recite the following for which its intended meaning is not understood: 
Claims 1 and 10 each at line 4 "perpendicular to the horizon upon installation"; 
Claims 1 and 10 each at lines 8-9 "parallel to the horizon upon installation''; 
Claim 11, line 9 "folds into"; 
Claim 13, line 7 "remains fast". 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Perrin. Perrin discloses a window screen which 
excludes insects and creatures from an opening comprising rails and stiles 1 1 , and elbows 3 
which are spring 19 loaded. The act of measuring an opening and cutting the respective 
components of the screen to fit therein would have been an obvious methodology inasmuch 
as this is indigenous to installations of window screens per se. 

6. Claims 1-5,7-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
